Justice the Basis of the Law. 
Thirty-five hundred years ago God 
called the Israelites out of Egypt. Iii 
substance He said to 
them, 
“Four 
hundred years ago I made a Covenant 
with Abraham that his Seed should 
bless the world. 
Are you ready to 
have that promise fulfilled to you?” 
They declared that they were ready. 


So He brought them to Mount Sinai. 
where they entered into a Covenant 
with Him to do whatever He directed. 
He gave them the Ten Commandments 
and said to them, “If you wish to be 
tin Seed of Abraham that is to bless 
mankind, keep these commandments.” 
That Law' Covenant was based upon 
justice alone; it did not ask them to 
love their 
enemies. 
According 
to 
whether or not they would render jus­ 
tice would be the Divine decision as 
to their worthiness of being consider­ 
ed Abraham’s Seed that would bless 
the world. 
But they v/ere not able 
to render justice, to do 
to 
their 
neighbor as they wrould that he should 
do to them. 
This failure w'as due to 
their fallen condition, because sin had 
become ingrained in human nature. 
(Romans 3 * 20.) The grasping disposi­ 
tion which has ever since manifested 
itself amongst that people began to 
appear; aud so. although God bore 
with the nation for more than six­ 
teen hundred years, not one of them 
obtained the reward of everlasting 
life which wras offered to those who 
would keep the Law'.— Leviticus 18.5.

It is not an easy matter to keep 
that Law Covenant of Justice.

Nevertheless

How Love Fulfills the Law. 
As far as our-hearts are concerned. 
we must 
become 
exact copies of 
God’s dear Son, though not roaching 
His glorious standard. 
To that we 
may not attain while in the flesh. 
Daily we may need to ask for Divine 
forgiveness for 
our shortcomings. 
Rut He who 
knoweth 
the heart is 
pleased to see us doing the best we 
can do, seeking to grow in grace, in 
knowledge and 
all the requirements 
of the Divine standard. This was the 
disposition of our 
Lord 
Jesus, and 
(he Fat her loves ail w ho manifest the 
same spirit. It is not enough that we 
recognize the 
downward tendencies 
of sin, and start out to walk in God’s 
ways of righteousness, lf we have 
His spirit we shall meditate on His 
character and 
copy His attributes. 
Whoever seeks to do good to all w ill 
never wish to do fess 
than justice. 
Ile w'ould rather do*more. Therefore, j 
the apostle says, “Love is the fulfill-! 
ing of the law.*’ 
When our Lord gave His church a 
m w' commandment (John 13:24) 
it 
included everything that pertained to 
tile law. Whoever has this love will 
appreciate that it was love, not jus­ 
tice, that Ie dour laird to leave His 
heavenly glory and sacrifice. His life 
on behalf of humanity. 
The Father 
did not command the Son to make 
this sacrifice. God does not command 
any one to sacrifice his personal in­ 
terests on behalf of others. He had a 
program to be carried out. lf the Son 
defired to carry it out lie would re­ 
ceive the reward promised. 
So our Lord 
was quite willing to 
ardure death itself, even death 
on 
the cross, from love for the Father. 
Having the Father’s disposition, 
He 
sympathized with humanity. God had 
purposed to redeem mankind and to 
bring all the willing 
and 
obedient 
b: ck to Divine 
favor and blessing 
Our Lord Jesus 
longed 
to do thfis 
work. This was more than justice. If 
we have enlisted under His banner 
to share with Him 
in the sufferings 
of this present life aud in the future 
glofy, honor and immortality, 
then 
we covenant 
to 
follow 
the law' of 
love. “Love worketh 
no 
ill to his 
neighbor.** Love would do more than 
ko^p the Mosaic law'. Love includes 
everything along the line of justice; 
it would lead one to sacrifice for his 
neighbor, for his friends and for his 
family. This is more than justice. 


Our Obligations to Others. 
Many of God’s people seem not to 
realize that justice takes precedence 
>ver love. God requires justice, and 
if we have agreed to give Him more 
than justice, we are not thereby ex­ 
cused fro mrendering justice. Every­ 
where around 
us 
we find injustice. 
There are parents who do not deal 
justly with their children, who take 
advantage of their children iii various 
ways. A parent owes it to his child­ 
ren not merely to bring 
them into 
the world and to get them to w'ork 
for the family interests, but to pro 
vide them with a reasonable educa­ 
tion and a religious 
home training. 
Each should know what are his own 
rights in lie home 
and should ob­ 
serve the rights of others. 
A good man’s son might run awa> 
from home, but very seldom will a 
rightly trained child do so. In many 
homes the children are not treated 
acccording to the principle of jus­ 
tice. Often parents fail to realize the 
rights of grown sons and daughters, 
but continue to treat them as child 
ren. 
Parents 
should 
cultivate that 
broad sympathy which would enable 
them to h£ip their children to decide 
all their affairs. As the child matures 
there should be an independence of 


thought. Suddenly it breaks over the 
boundary, and if the child has been 
properly trained 
while 
the body is 
g owing, the youth is bound to think 
and act for himself, but will always 
seek the guidance of the parents. 
There are employers who have fail 
cd to give their employes all 
their 
reasonable rights. Of course, one can 
not give everybody 
all 
that each 
might ask, for some people would de­ 
mand everything 
and 
then not bn 
satisfied. But with the right kind of 
employer, the employe does not find 
it necessary to ask 
for 
his rights. 
The employer 
will 
insist 
that he 
shall have them. 
Then there are people intent upon 
managing their friends. They are al­ 
ways telling others what 
tq do and 
how to do it. We should be modest 
and respect the rights of others, but 
should not attempt to force our opin- 


ours. These difficulties nearly result

Columbia, Mo., August 2.—To be 
proclaimed the champion of a track 
and field meet after having had but 
| six hours of training, taken in periods 
ot one hour each for six consecutive 
days, would probably be considered an 
impossible feat. 
Yet when Miss Leota Alexander, of 
Warsaw, Mo., came on the field to 
complete in the first annual women’s 
track anti field meet, held at the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri Friday, July 23, 
this was her total amount of prepara­ 
tion. She captured five firsts and one 
serond in the meet and won for her­ 
self the distinction of being the best 
woman athlete at the University of 
Missouri for the slimmer session of 
1915. 
Miss Alexander has yellow' hair and 
brown eyes. 
.4he is 5 feet 3 inches' 
high and weighs 135 pounds. 
She 
attended the Warsaw High schol fo: 
two years and the Warrensburg Nor­ 
mal for one summer. 
This is her first term. at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri. 
She has taught in 
the rural schools near ner home fo/ 
two years and will teach in a school 
ten miles north of Sedalia next year 
She intends to come to the university 
the year after that. 
“No one could have been more sur­ 
prised than I when I was told that I 
had won in the meet,” says Miss Alex­ 
ander. 
“I had only decided to enter 
six days before it came off and then 
did so just for the fun of it. 
"I am not at all an athletic girl, as 
the term is generally understood. 
I 
have lived on a farm all of my life 
and have 
always 
been 
unusually 
strong and healthy. I never even had 
a basket ball in my hand until I began 
training for the meet. When I went 
to the rura1 school I used to be con­ 
sidered a ‘tomboy’ and usually match- 
( ed tip pretty well with the boys in 
' athletics. Since that time I have giv­ 
en little thought to athletics of any 
kind. I never had the opportunity to 
I do so in high .school as nothing along 
j this lino was provided. This summer 
I have been taking no regular work 
j in physical training, but have played 
tennis a great deal. 
“I have ridden horses all of my life 
and always take much delight in the 
exercise. I have always walked much 
< and for a number of years had to w’alk 
three or four miles to school. 
Now' 
| we live three miles from tow’n and 
I often w'alk there and back.” 
Aliss Alexander says that baseball 
! is her favorite 
game, 
though 
she 
! hasn’t played it for a long time. 
Training, she thinks, is nothing less 
; I hail a joke. “There’s nothing at all 
to it,” she says, “but perhaps I was 
getting in training all of the years 
that i walked so far to school.” 
Miss Alexander is an enthusiastic 
advocate of track and field meets for 
women and thinks they ought to be 
held in all of the schools. Since the 
meet, she says, she is “just crazy” 
about athletics and is ambitious to 
specialize iii physical training so that 
she can teach it. 
“I am going to put on a track and 
field meet in my school next winter,” 
she sa vs, “and the girls will be al­ 
lowed to compete as w'ell as the boys.”

Jefferson City, Mo., August 2.—-In an 
opinion prepared by Commissioner H. 
B. Shafc', the Public Service Commis­ 
sion has finally passed upon the elec­ 
tric and water rates for the city of 
Nevada. The matter has been under 
the consideration of the commission 
for a number of months. 
The ruling contained in the order is 
as a general proposition adverse to 
all of the contentions of 
the 
Fort 
Scott and Nevada Water, Light, Powr- 
e r and Traction company, w hich ow ns 
and operates all of the utilities in 
both the Fort Scott and Nevada, Mo. 
For the purpose of basing rates the 
commission taxes the valuation of 
th** Nevada water plant at $108,753 
and of the electric and pcw'er plant at 
$55,176. 
Domestic water rates as 
they exist at present are found by the 
commission to be reasonable and the 
following schedule for fire protection 
is ordered, hydrant rental up to 117 
hydrants, $45 per year and $30 per 
year for each addition hydrant over 
IIT. 
, 


A reduction in the price of electrici­ 
ty is ordered the average as applied to 
all classes of business being about 17 
per cent. The annual rental of street 
lamps is fixed at $55 per year for each 
licht of 400 candle power. 
The maximum charge for electricity 
is reduced from 12*^ cents per kilow'at 
hour to l l cents. 
It is not know'ii here whether there 
w ill be an appeal from this ruling, but 
it is regarded as very likely that the 
company will ask for a leview’ 1>y the 
courts.

Chandler, Okla., August 2.—Henry 
Starr pleaded guilty to bank robbery 
today in the district, court and was 
sentenced to twenty-five years in the 
penitentiary. A jury is being empanel­ 
ed for the trial of Claude Sawyer, one 
of Starr’s accomplices. 
Henry Starr, last of the Starr gang 
of bandits, was charged with the rob­ 
bery of two ba^ks of Stroud, Okla., in­ 
to which he led his gang last March 
and took an aggregate of $5,000. Starr 
was wounded after the robbery and j bery 
four of 
his 
men—Claude 
Sawyer, 
“Bud” Maxfield, Charles Johnson and 
Louis Estes—wrere captured and are 
awaiting trial. 
Henry Starr’s life has been full of 
action. 
He has made xich hauls in 
bank robberies, engaged in the looting 
of trains, battled with posses seeking 
to arrest him, aided in Quelling a jail 
outbreak and unsuccessfully tr ie d - 
following a 
pardon 
by 
President 
Roosevelt in 1903—to “beat back” and 
be a good citizen. 
Henry Starr was born in Fort Gib­ 
son, Okla., December 
1873. 
His 
father, George Starr, was a respect­ 
able full blood Cherokee Indian. 
His 
mother, Mary Scott, wras a quarter- 
blood Cherokee. 
Of the three chil­ 
dren, Henry was the youngest. He at­ 
tended a Cherokee Nation school until 
he was eleven years old. 
In 1891 Starr began work on a 
ranch near his home. 
A horse wTas 
stolen. 
Starr w’as arrested, taken to 
Fort Smith and placed in jail. In two 
days he was acquitted. 
Some time later, while on his way 
through Nowata to the Indian payment 
grounds, Starr was asked by a strang­ 
er to carry a grip to 
the 
grounds. 
Starr put the grip in hi* buggy and 
found the grip contained whisky^ 
“They took me to jail at. M u sk o g ee.” 
said Starr. “There I was, only a kid. 
and father and mother had brought 
me up to think it was an awTul dis­ 
grace to be in jail. They chained mc 
to a bed that time. 
That was a bad 
thing to do to a kid. ! was innocent. 
When I came out I felt I might ar 
wrell be dead as disgraced. I came out 
with blood in my eye.” 
Starr, with a companion, committed 
his first robbery in July, 1892, holding 
up the express office at Nowata. The 
robbery itself was mere “child’s play,” 
according to Starr, but in getting 
away from Nowata. Starr rode his 
horse into a wire fence. 
He was 
thrown from the saddle and the horse 
escaped. 
He had borrowed the sad­ 
dle in Nowata and when the horse 
came home the towrn knew who staged 
the robbery. 
Starr wras arrested and 
jumped his bond. 
He returned to 
Nowata in less than a month and kill­ 
ed Floyd Wilson, a deputy marshal, 
when Wilson attempted to arrest him. 
Starr took to the Osage hills. 
With others, Starr, in January, 1893, 
shot up the towrn of Choteau, Okla­ 
homa, robbing two general stores and 
the depot. A few' days later the gang 
cleaned out the general store and de­ 
pot at Inola, Okla.. 
Starr attended most of the country 
dances that winter, volunteers stand­ 
ing guard outside while he danced 
and courted a young woman of tho 
neighborhood. 
Starr’s friends urged 
him to quit the country. To do so he 
and Frank Chaney rode into Caney, 
Kansas, March 25, 1892, and robbed 
the Caney Valley National bank of 
$4,900. 
This was his first bank rob­ 
bery. The notoriety he got out of it 
brought scores of men flocking to his 
standard. By April he was the recog­ 
nized leader of a desperate gang of 
outlaws. 
May 5, 1893, they held up a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas passenger train at 
Pryor Creek, getting $6,‘'OO and a con­ 
signment of cut diamonds. Their next 
exploit was to ride into Arkansas and 
rob a Bentonville bank of $11,500. June 
6, 1893. 
It was this robbery that 
ultimately 
w'as 
to 
prevent 
Henry 
Starr, bandit, from becoming Henry 
Starr, good citizen. 
Soon after the 
Bentonville robbery the band disband­ 
ed. 
Starr went at once to the Osage 
country, where he met by appoint­ 
ment his sweetheart. Miss Mary Mor­ 
rison, of Nowata. In a covered wagon 
with a bodyguard, they started for 
Emporia, Kansas, where they wrere to 
catch a train for 
California, 
marry 
and never return to Oklahoma. At Col­ 
orado Springs they were overtaken by 
detectives. 
Starr was taken back to Fort Smith 
and convicted of the murder of Dep­ 
uty Wilson, of the Pryor Creek train 
robbery and the Nowata depot rob­ 
bery. He was sentenced to hang. The 
United States supreme court reversed 


the case. 
On his second 
trial 
he 
again was convicted and 
again 
ap­ 
pealed. 
On the second remanding of 
his case back to the Fort Smith fed­ 
eral court he was given a combined 
sentence of thirteen years 
for 
the 
three crimes. 
While in the Fort Smith jail await­ 
ing transfer to a federal prison Starr 
quelle'd an outbreak led by “Cherokee 
Bill,” a notorious outlaw, by wresting 
a revolver from the outlaw. This act 
later won a pardon from President 
Roosevelt. 
“I promised President Roosevelt I’d 
be good,” 
said 
Starr 
recently. 
“I 
meant it. Why, I named my boy after 
Roosevelt—Roosevelt Starr.” 
After Iris pardon in 19u2 Starr mar­ 
ried, went to Tulsa and engaged in 
the real estate business. 
In 1907 he 
moved to Skiatook, Oklahoma. With 
his wife ami son he attended the in 
auguration of C .N. Haskell as first 
governor 
of 
Oklahoma. 
Starr 
be­ 
lieved at that time lie had success­ 
fully 
“beaten 
back.” 
Oklahoma 
thought the same. 
But the state of Arkansas had not 
I forgotten the Bentonville bank lob- j 
It had an indictment hanging ' 
over Starr, and when Oklahoma came 
into the Union, the Arkansas author­ 
ities got a requisition for Starr and 
asked Governor Haskell to honor it. 
“I didn’t know what the governor 
might do, so I hid out,” said Starr. 
“I couldn’t afford to go over there. 
They would have handed it to me for 
life. 
I w’ent up into the Osage coun­ 
try and arranged with a friend to call 
me by telephone and give me the de­ 
cision of the governor. 
One day he 
called and I understood him to say: 
‘He has granted it,’ and wdiat he said 
was: 
'He hasn’t granted it.* And so 
I fled. 
“That mistake of one wrord put me 
in the brush again. 
I had to dig in.” 
Banks were being robbed in Okla­ 
homa about this time and Starr was 
blamed. 
All afterward w’ere proved 
the work of others, but fltarr found it 
necessary to leave the state. In June, 
1908, he robbed the bank at Amity, 
Colorado. 
He was arrested 
a 
year 
later and sentenced to from seven to 
twenty-five years 
in 
the 
Colorado 
state prison. 
Good behavior won a 
parole. 
“After my release I went to Holly, 
Colorado,” said. Btarr. 
“I saved up 
and started a little restaurant. But I 
couldn’t stay there. The people were 
afraid of me. 
I was liviug straight, 
but I couldn’t reconcile them. 
They 
expected me alt the time to go out 
some night and rob the bank. Finally 
the warden of the prison let me go 
to Wyoming,

“I went to Wyoming with $10. 
I 
had to go under my right name. 
I 
hunted work. 
I worked on the sec­ 
tion for $1 a day. I cut grass; I dug 
ditches; I worked at a furniture store, 
but every time I got a job some one 
would point me out as the bad man 
from Oklahoma’ and they kicked me 
out.

“Last June I was out of a job and 
couldn’t find one. I started for home 
one night on a freight train. I broke 
my Colorado parole. I got home June 
ll, last.

fruits, as apple, pear, quiuce and grape 
is but rarely injured by effective 
strengths of paris green, and perhaps 
nevsr by well-made arsenate of lead. 
But the foliage of stone fruits, as 
cherry, plum and peach, is on the 
whole quite tender, and arsenical 
must be employed with caution. 
The principal pests to be controlled 
are codling moth, the plum and apple 
curculios, and the lesser apple worm 
which affect the fruit; and the bud 
moth, canker worms and tent cater­ 
pillars, which eat the foliage. 
While 
these several pests exhibit individual 
peculiarities in feeding, a system of 
spraying can be followed which will 
greatly reduce them.

STONY SOILS AND ORCHARDS 


Stones Do Not Necessarily Imply That 
Land It Productive— Posse** No 
Peculiar Advantage. 


A stony loam is often recommended 
as a desirable fruit soil, but stones are 
advantageous only in that they may 
help a soil that is to© heavy or clayey 
or too impervious, by making it some­ 
what more pervious to water. 
The 
fact that a soil is stony does not neces­ 
sarily Imply that it is productive. 
If apples are to be grown with prof­ 
it, and competition Is keen, the soil 
must be productive or at least capable 
of being brought to a productive state 
and so maintained. 
Much of the current 
belief that 
“stony” soils possess some peculiar 
advantage for orchard fruits has un­ 
doubtedly arisen from the success of 
many orchards located on stony hills

ing general rules may serve to de­ 
termine the relative market price per

To find the value of a gallon of 
cream when 
butterfat is a certain 
price per pound, multiply the percent 
age of fat by 8 (the number of pounds 
in a gallon) and the product by the 
price per pound At 30 cents per pound 
for fat, 20 per cent cream would be 
W'orth 48 cents per gallon; 25 per cent 
cream, CO cents per gallon; 30 percent 
cream, 72 cents per gallon; 40 per cent 
cream, 96 cents per gallon.

this gap of road will make it passable 
for any sort of loaded vehicle w ith a 
fair degree of comfort.
